Laval said after the conference, 
“I am going to Moscow sooner than 
I intended,” which was interpreted 
to mean immediately after the 
meeting at Stresa and before the 
League Council considers France's 
charges of violation of the Ver- 
sailles pact. 

Before the conference Laval told 
Eden and Suvich that Hitler may 
follow up his rearmament of Ger- 
many with territorial demands. 
Laval sought to pull together the 
three-power front from which En- 
gland had appeared to be shying, 
by sounding the warning. 

Laval was eager through Eden 
to stiffen the attitude of Simon 
toward Hitler. Eden, however, 
sought to moderate the French re- 
fusal to talk with Germany, even 
through a four-power conference, 
until after the League of Nations’ 
council passes on the French pro- 
test of German violation of the Ver- 
Sailles treaty. 

French View on Territories. 

Laval is understood to have told 
Eden that France is unalterably 
opposed to any discussion on the 
return of Memel or any other ter- 
ritoryv, to the Reich, a question the 
French expected Hitler to raise in 
Berlin with the British Foreign 
Secretary. 

A common front was sought by 
all of the diplomats but France al- 
ready is committed on the nego- 
tiation of a pact with Russia, for 
which Laval will go to Moscow. 
England is understood to prefer 
the postponement of any Russian 
pact negotiations until the question 
is settled whether Simon can in- 
duce Hitler to return to the League 
of Nations and reduce Reich arma- 
ments to a figure that might be ap- 
proved in later arms limitations 
conventions. 

France takes the view that while 
the methods of Britain may be at 
variance with those of France, both 
are united in the main object of 
curbing Hitler, whose announce- 
ment of a conscript army first 
stirred Evrope just one week ago.

When, in 1934, it was 
offered by Senator Long as a rider to the independ- 
ent offices bill, it was defeated by 2% to 1. The 
House passed it in the same year by a 2146-to-1 
vote, but it was again defeated in the Senate, this 
time 5 to 3. Linked as it is with the movement for 
inflation, the bill has consistently gained strength.

A recent inquiry by the Post-Dispatch into the af- | 
fairs of the Public Administrator's office of St. | 
Louis has disclosed some remarkable facts. It has 
been ascertained that, though he paid only $500 
premium on his bond of $100,000, the Public Admini- 
strator has charged bond prémiums amounting to 
$5391.50 against estates in the period of seven 
months, or $4891.50 more than he actually paid. It 
has been shown, in a study of 40 small estates, that 
after paying out claims and excessive administrative 
charges, not a penny remained for the heirs. In 
these 40 estates, fees were collected for administra- 
tion averaging 32 per cent of the total assets. 

“The Public Administrator’s office,” says Judge 
Arnold, “has always been run for the profits in it. 
And the temptation of more profits to be made out 
of it is always great.” 

Those statements are abundantly borne out by the 
record. Not content with the large sums extracted 
from estates for services, in many cases, of ques- 
tionable value, the persons behind the Quinn-Frost 
measures would make it possible to take even more 
from the effects of deceased persons.

FOR A PERMANENT SAFETY CAMPAIGN. 

Mayor Dickmann’s traffic safety campaign, to be 
launched Monday, will undoubtedly be most useful 
in calling attention to the city’s shocking motor fa- 
tality record, and in impressing on drivers the need 
for caution. A significant step toward making the 
streets safe has already been taken in the Mayor's 
order that there be no more fixing of traffic cases. 
When punishment is known to be certain, it is in- 
evitable that offenses will become fewer. 

The true test of a safety campaign lies, however, 
only in its long-run results, St. Louis has seen pre- 
vious drives which brought results for the moment, 
but the old conditions returned when the first en- 
thusiasm ebbed. Mayor Dickmann’s campaign, the 
public will hope, is not to be of this variety. An 
indication of permanent reform is embodied in the 
Mayor’s statement on fixing, that his previous or- 
der to stop it had not been carried out, but “this time 
I mean business.” 

In this connection, it is of value’to note Milwau- 
kee’s method. Milwaukee has a most enviable safe- 
ty record. Fatalities there were 10.8 per 100,000 of 
population in 1934, as compared with 19.2 per 100,000 
in St. Louis. The city has just received the Na- 
tional Safety Council's award, over more than 600 
other entrants, as the nation’s safest city. In an 
article on Milwaukee’s methods, published in the 
Baltimore Evening Sun and reprinted on this page 
last October, the following significant statement ap- 
peared: “Milwaukee has no spasmodic safety weeks. 
Every week is safety week.” 

As to fixing in Milwaukee: 
Of 23,638 traffic arrests in Milwaukee, only 332 
have failed to reach court. These 332 were with- 
drawn by the police for some cause, after a reasona- 
ble explanation of the violation had been given.” The 
writer contrasts this record with Chicago’s. There. 
in the first four months of 1934, 23,758 tickets were 
issued in the downtown district, of which 19,852 nev- 
er reached court. In St. Louis, before Mayor Dick- 
mann issued his order, it was found that in one 
week 347 Police Court cases—more than _ those 
quashed in Milwaukee in 10 months—were disposed 
of without open hearing. 

Milwaukee’s method is productive of results. It is 
an admirable example for St. Louis to follow. An- 
other essential for traffic safety is a drivers’ license 
law, passage of which should continue to be urged 
upon the Legislature. The value of the forthcoming 
safety campaign will be apparent, not at the end of 
the public demonstrations, but a year from now. 
It would mean lives saved if St. Louis adopted the 
Milwaukee plan: “Every week is safety week.”

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A DISTINGUISHED MISSOURIAN. 

Few living Missourians are as distinguished as Dr. 
Reinhold Niebuhr, who has spent this week in St. 
Louis. One of the ablest interpreters of what is 
going on in today’s world, he addressed here thou- 
sands of inquiring people. 

Dr. Niebuhr was born 40 miles west of St. Louis, 
at Wright City, and educated here at Eden Theologi- 
cal Seminary. He is now professor of applied Chris- 
tianity in Union Theological Seminary, New York.

Formerly an editor of the World Tomorrow, he is 
now one of the contributing editors of the Christian 
Century, Chicago liberal weekly. Several thought- 
provoking books stand to his credit. 

Dr. Niebuhr’s program in St. Louis illustrated the 
variety of his interests and the breadth of his schol- 
arship. He has spoken every day at Christ Church 
Cathedral. Monday night he spoke under the au- 
spices of the League for Industrial Democracy at 
Soldan High School. Thursday he addressed the fac- 
ulty and students of Washington University. He has 
spoken several times this week at a conference on re- 
ligious philosophy and ethics at Eden Theological 
Seminary, Webster Groves. 

The candor with which Dr. Niebuhr speaks and 
writes is in one of the best traditions of the church. 
He has few if any illusions about life. A member of 
the Socialist party, he does not believe Socialism can 
cure all the ills of a troubled time. His is an evolu- 
tionary philosophy, one which uses whatever is best 
in all things. He thinks Communism, which may have 
served the purpose of a nation stepping out of feu- 
dalism into collectivism without any intermediate ex- 
perience, would not work in America. He thinks 
the rabble-rousing of Huey Long and Father Cough- 
lin disposes us to Fascism, but he does not believe the 
farmers will tolerate Fascism. The American tradi- 
tion of freedom is too powerful among them. 

Dr, Niebuhr thinks the effort to adapt either the 
political or social science of the Machine Age to the 
existing economic system is futile here or anywhere 
else in the world. In his judgment, it cannot be done, 
and the sooner we accept the inexorable and agree 
upon what can be done, the better off we will be.

The Failure 


R. BIDDLE, chairman of the National 
[Y{ t2v0: Relations Board, has just told the 

Senate that Section 7A, unless it is great- 
ly strengthened, “will become a dead letter 
in the law.” This is the law which provides 
that in a code industry, “employes shall have 
the right to organize and bargain collective- 
ly through representatives of their own 
choosing.” That the law has broken down 
is plain from Mr. Biddle’s evidence. In the 
past eight months, the beard has found &6 
violations of Section 7A. It has been able 
to enforce its decision in only 34 cases. 

The remedy, in Mr. Biddle’s opinion, is to 
give his board more power by passing the 
Wagner bill, which would enable the board 
to subpena witnesses, issue stop orders and 
enforce its decisions by direct recourse to the 
Federal courts. With all due respect to 
Mr. Biddle, I wonder whether the main trou- 
ble is really in the machinery of enforce- 
ment rather than in the law itself. 

Mr. Biddle is trying to enforce the right 
of labor to organize and to bargain collec- 
tively. Now it is easy enough to understand 
how a government can enforce the right to 
organize. It can punish anyone who can be 
shown to have interfered with that right. 
But how is it to enforce the right to bar- 
gain collectively? 

° + . 


The board, in its famous decision in the 
Houde Engineering case, has construed “‘col- 
lective bargaining” as “negotiations conduct- 
ed for the purpose of arriving at collective 
agreements governing terms of employment 
for some specified period.” How does a 
government go about forcing two cr more 
parties to negotiate for the purpose of ar- 
riving at an agreement? How does it com- 
pel people to intend to agree” 

Compulsion to wish to agree is a contra- 
diction in terms. It is like trying to com- 
pel John Smith to wish to agree to sell his 
house to Tom Brown. You can conceivably 
force him to sell his house. You can force 
him to sell it at the price the Government 
names. But you cannot force him to wish to 
agree to sell it at the price both agree to. 
This is the basic fallacy of Section 7A. It 
really says -hat we are to have compulsory 
voluntary agreement, which makes no more 
sense than to say that a man and a woman 
shall be compelled to fall in love with each 
other for the purpose of marrying. 

The authors of Section 7A made it in- 
herently unenforceable by lumping together 
and muddling up two distinct things: the 
right to organize, on the one hand, and col- 
lective bargaining, on the othér. There is 
such a thing as compulsory wage-fixing. 
There is such a thing as compulsory arbi- 
tration. But there is no such thing as com- 
pulsory bargaining. If it is compulsory, :t 
is not bargaining, and if it is a bargain, it 
is not compulsory. That is why Section 7A 
cannot be enforced as it was written, and 
until it is rewritten, nothing good will come 
from adding to Mr. Biddle’s powers. 

The practical experience of the law. it 
seems to me, fully justifies this view. Where 
labor is in fact well organized, bargaining 
takes place, not because the law compels 
it, but because the unions are strong. But 
when the unions are weak or virtually non- 
existent, it is the employers who determine 
what kind of collective bergaining, if any, 
there is to be, and Government compulsion 
cannot create a different situation. 

The Government cannot, with any power 


of Section 7A 


it possesses or could conceivably obtain un- 
der the Constitution, produce by fiat a col- 
lective bargain between employers and la- 
bor unions that do nct exist. The attempt 
to enforce simultaneously the right to or- 
ganize and collective bargaining was Aab- 
surd, It is only when organization has taken 
place that collective bargaining is possible. 
And when organization has taken place, it 


is not necessary to make bargaining com- 
pulsory. 
af ° a 
It seems to me that this analvsis indi- 


cates the remedy. It is that the Government 
should give up the vain and contradictory 
idea of compelling labor and capital to bar- 
gain collectively, and should concentrate on 
protecting the right of labor to organize. No 
one can seriously argue that the right of 
men to organize for lawful purposes is not 
a genuine right under our constitutional sys- 
tem, or that government is not justified in 
doing what it can do effectively to protect 
that right against coercion and nullification. 
Nor can it seriously be doubted that, in spite 
of all that can be charged against labor 
unions, it is sound public policy to encour- 
age labor to organize so that it may have 
greater equality of bargaining power. 

The question, then, is how government 
can best protect that right to organize. The 
first thing that has to be said here is that 
the Federal Government cannot hope to en- 
force the right except in large interstate in- 
dustries.° If it attempts to enforce it in 
small local business, it will surely fail, even 
if the courts do not prohibit it from inter- 
fering. 

As respects large industries, it seems to me 
that the administrators of Section 7A, in 
spite of all their troubles, have hit upon 
a device which is very promising. It is the 
device of elections. A fair election, with 1 
secret ballot, conducted by the Government, 
with the employes who vote guarded by the 
Government against coercion and reprisal, 
is the most practicable method yet invented 
for protecting the right to organize. 

The fact that employers call for elections 
when they think the result will be to their 
liking and oppose them when they think the 
contrary, that the A. F. of L. is for elec- 
tions when it thinks it will win but bitterly 
opposed when, as in Detroit, it is losing, 
is the best possible evidence that elections 
are a truly impartial method of protecting 
and promoting the right to organize.

The thing to do, it seems to me, is to 
perfect this system of elections and for the 
rest to confine Government activity to medi- 
ation and conciliation. If the Federal Gov- 
ernment can insure to workers in large in- 
terstate industries not only the right to or- 
ganize but a workable method of voting for 
“representatives of their own choosing,” it 
will have done a lot. It will have done all 
it can hope to do by compulsion, and if it 
attempts more than that, it will fail or land 
us all in a system of compulsory arbitra- 
tion. 

The Wagner bill ought to be rewritten 
radically along this line. For as it is now 
written, it simply adds pressure to enforce 
an inherently unenforceable law. It is like 
the bills we used to see for doubling the 
penalties under the Volstead Act in the 
hope that it could be made enforceable if it 
were made more stringent.
